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US announces resumption of Mideast talks 


POPE BIDS

RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) — An 
estimated 3 million people 
poured onto Rio's Copa- 
cabana beach on Sunday 
for the final Mass of Pope 
Francis' historic trip to his 
home continent, cheer¬ 
ing the first Latin American 
pope in one of the biggest 
turnouts for a papal Mass in 
recent history.

Speaking from a white 
stage and looking out over 
the enormous crowd, Fran¬ 
cis urged young Catholics 
to go out and spread their 
faith “to the fringes of so¬ 
ciety, even to those who 
seem farthest away, most 
indifferent.” 

“The church needs you, 
your enthusiasm, your cre¬ 
ativity and the joy that is so 
characteristic of you!” he 
said to applause in his final 
homily of World Youth Day.

JERUSALEM (AP) — The U.S. 
on Sunday announced the 
resumption of Israeli-Pales- 
tinian talks following years 
of stalemate, after Israel’s 
Cabinet agreed to release 
104 Palestinian prisoners 
convicted of deadly at¬ 
tacks. 

The return to direct con¬ 
tacts between the sides 


gave U.S. Secretary of State 
John Kerry his first concrete 
achievement after months 
of shuffle diplomacy. 

The U.S. said preliminary 
talks would begin Mon¬ 
day, but it remains unclear 
whether they will lead to 
a formal resumption of 
peace talks that broke 
down in 2008. 

Despite a return to the ta¬ 
ble, neither side appeared 


upbeat. 

Each has blamed the oth¬ 
er for the lack of success 
in 20 years of negotiations 
interrupted by bouts of vio¬ 
lence. 

Earlier Sunday, the Israeli 
Cabinet voted 13-7, with 
two abstentions, to ap¬ 
prove in principle the re¬ 
lease of 104 Palestinian 
prisoners. 

The release is a key part of 


the Kerry-brokered deal to 
restart peace talks. 

The State Department said 
Kerry called Israeli Prime 
Minister Benjamin Netan¬ 
yahu and Palestinian Presi¬ 
dent Mahmoud Abbas af¬ 
ter the Cabinet vote and 
invited them to send teams 
to Washington.

The pope’s trip, which ends 
when he takes off for Rome 
Sunday night, was hailed 
as a great success by cler¬ 
gy, pilgrims and everyday 
Brazilians alike. The pope’s 
nonstop agenda was fol¬ 
lowed live on television for 
all seven days. His good 
nature and modesty clear¬ 
ly charmed the nation that 
has more Catholics than 
any other. 

“This trip was a success. 
It was great to see the 
pope on his continent, in 
his house, speaking his lan¬ 
guage every day," said 
the Rev. Federico Lombar¬ 


di, the Vatican spokesman. 
“It’s been a great experi¬ 
ence to see this pope be¬ 
ing even more spontane¬ 
ous in his own house ... so 
comfortable in what he 
was doing." 

Nearly the entire 4 kilo¬ 
meter (2.5 mile) crescent 
of Copacabana’s broad 
beach overflowed with 
flag-waving faithful, some 
of them taking an early 
morning dip in the Atlantic 
and others tossing T-shirts, 
flags and soccer jerseys 
into the pontiff's open¬ 
sided car as he drove by. 
Francis worked the crowd, 
kissing babies, taking a sip 
of mate tea handed up to 
him and catching gifts on 


the fly. 

Even the normally stern¬ 
faced Vatican body¬ 
guards let smiles slip as they 
jogged alongside Francis’ 
car, caught up in the en¬ 
thusiasm of the crowd. 

The numbers clearly over¬ 
whelmed the area’s servic¬ 
es: The stench of garbage 
and human waste hung 
in Rio’s humid air, and the 
beach and adjoining chic 
Atlantic Avenue looked 
like an improvised refugee 
camp plunked down in the 
middle of one of the most 
beautiful cities in the world. 
Copacabana’s famous 
mosaic sidewalks were 
strewn with trampled card¬ 
board, plastic bags, empty 


water bottles and cookie 
wrappers as trash collec¬ 
tors in orange uniforms tried 
to restore order. 

“You’d think they could at 
least put their garbage in 
all the bins," said Jose da 
Silva, a 75-year-old retired 
farm worker who supple¬ 
ments his meager income 
by collecting empty cans 
for recycling. “I’m also pret¬ 
ty surprised that people 
who call themselves Chris¬ 
tians would throw away all 
this food." 

Many of the youngsters on 
hand for the Mass spent 
the night on the beach, 
an all-night slumber party 
to end the Catholic youth 
test, with pilgrims wrapped 
in flags and sleeping bags 
to ward off the cold. They 
danced, prayed and sang 
— and waited in long lines 
in front of the armadas of 
portable bathrooms along 
the beachfront. 

“We were dying of cold but 
it was worth it," said Lucre- 
cia Grillera, an 18-year-old 
from Cordoba, Argentina, 
where Francis lived for a 
time before becoming 
pope. “It was a tiring day, 
but it was a great experi¬ 
ence.” 

By morning, vendors hawk¬ 
ing World Youth Day trin¬ 
kets, T-shirts, hats and flags 
were doing brisk business 
as pilgrims snapped up 
souvenirs before heading 
home. Jehovah’s Witness¬ 
es stood by stands stocked 
with pamphlets offering to 


explain “What does the 
Bible really teach” but they 
had few takers. 

The Vatican said more than 
3 million people were on 
hand for the Mass, based 
on information from World 
Youth Day organizers and 
local authorities who es¬ 
timated two-thirds were 
from outside Rio. That was 
far higher than the 1 million 
at the last World Youth Day 
in Madrid in 2011 or the 
850,000 at Toronto’s 2002 
concluding Mass. 

Only Pope John Paul M's 
Mass during his 1995 visit to 
Manila, the capital of the 
Philippines, topped Rio’s 
numbers, with an estimat¬ 
ed 5 million people taking 
part. Third place among 
papal Masses now goes 
to Rome World Youth Day 
in the 2000 Jubilee year, 
when 2 million people par¬ 
ticipated. A similar number 
attended John Paul's final 
Mass in Krakow, his Polish 
hometown, in 1979, during 
his first visit to his homeland 
as pope. 

Not all of Sunday’s attend¬ 
ees were paying attention 
to the Mass: Kids posed for 
random photos with peo¬ 
ple holding flags, snoozed 
and packed up their make¬ 
shift camps. 

Finding food was a core 
concern, with long lines 
of bedraggled pilgrims 
snaking out of cafes and 
ice cream vendors being 
mobbed by youths starved 
for breakfast. □

Flossie: Tropical 
storm warning for 
Hawaiian Islands 

HONOLULU (AP) — Tropical 
Storm Flossie moved 
westward Sunday across 
the central Pacific toward 
Hawaii, where a tropical 
storm warning has been 
issued for Hawaii and Maui 
counties. 

Flossie has maximum 
sustained winds near 65 
mph with higher gusts, the 
National Weather Service 
said. It’s moving toward 
the islands at about 20 mph 
and landfall could come 
after midnight Monday. 

The advisories for Hawaii 
and Maui counties were 
in place as of 11 p.m. 
Saturday, meaning tropical 
storm-force sustained 
winds of 39 mph or more are 
expected within 36 hours. 
Oahu is under a tropical 
storm watch, which means 
tropical storm conditions 
are expected within 48 
hours. 

Flossie’s center was 
expected to pass near 
the Big Island and Maui on 
Monday and then south of 
Oahu several hours later. 

A flash flood watch 
was issued for all islands 
from Monday morning 
through Tuesday night, 
according to the Honolulu 
Star Advertiser (http://bit. 
ly/15Rlory). 

The storm could drop up 
to 15 inches of rain to 
windward areas of Maui 
and Hawaii counties, and 
6 to 10 inches in other 
areas, forecasters said. Up 
to a foot of rain could fall 
on windward Oahu and 4 
to 8 inches in central and 
leeward areas. Kauai may 
see 2 to 4 inches of rain, 
with up to 6 inches on 
windward slopes. 

“Rock and mudslides 
caused by the rainfall 
will be possible around 
or near mountain slopes. 
The heavy rain will also fall 
over urban areas in the 
lower elevations, which 
will be more susceptible 
to flooding problems,” the 
National Weather Service 
said. 

The storm is expected to 
weaken as it moves toward 
and over the islands, but 
the current forecast track 
keeps it as a tropical storm 
through Wednesday.Q

NEW YORK (AP) — Anthony 
Weiner vowed to stay in 
the race for New York City 
mayor Sunday despite the 
loss of his campaign man¬ 
ager and the drumbeat of 
critics questioning his fitness 
for public office after new 
revelations of lewd online 
behavior. 

Weiner confirmed that 
campaign manager Dan¬ 
ny Kedem resigned Satur¬ 
day after reports surfaced 
that Weiner had continued 
to exchange lewd photos 
and messages with women 
despite resigning from Con¬ 
gress in 2011 over the same 
behavior 

“We have an amazing 
staff, but this isn’t about 
the people working on the 
campaign. 

It’s about the people 
we're campaigning for," 
Weiner said after speaking 
at a Brooklyn church. 
Weiner said he would keep 
talking about “ideas for the 
middle class and people 
struggling to make it every 
single day” and added, 
“We knew this was going to 
be a tough campaign.” 
Kedem had managed the 
re-election of John DeSte- 
fano Jr. to a 10th term as 
mayor of New Haven in 
2011 and worked on Hillary

He rarely spoke with oth¬ 
ers there, and confided to 
a man who worked out at 
the same gym that he liked 
to work out his anger by lift¬ 
ing weights and trying to 
get big. 

“He’d just say this was the 
only thing that would keep 
him normal, pulling out 
all the anger in the gym,” 
Jorge Bagos told The Asso- 


ducted after Weiner’s lat¬ 
est revelations has Quinn 
leading Weiner in the race 
for the Democratic nomi¬ 
nation. The mayoral prima¬ 
ry is Sept. 10, and the gen¬ 
eral election is Nov. 5. The 
primary winner needs to 
get at least 40 percent of 
the vote to avoid a runoff 
with the No. 2 vote-getter. 
Quinn, who is speaker of 


the New York City Coun¬ 
cil, said on NBC television's 
“Meet the Press” that Wein¬ 
er has shown “a pattern of 
reckless behavior, an in¬ 
ability to tell the truth and 
a real lack of maturity and 
responsibility."

Bagos said the gunman 
expressed frustration over 
bad experiences with 
women and losing all his 
hair from using steroids. 

On Friday night, Vargas set 
a combustible liquid on fire 
in his apartment, sending 
the unit into flames, police 
said. Building manager 
Italo Pisciotti and his wife 
went running toward the 
smoke. Vargas opened his 
door and shot and killed 
both of them, Lt. Carl Zog- 
by, a spokesman with the 
Hialeah Police Department 
said.Vargas then went 
back into his apartment 
and began firing from his 
balcony. One of the shots 
struck and killed Carlos 
Javier Gavilanes, 33, who 
neighbors said was return¬ 
ing home from his son’s 


Unlike other candidates 
who have urged Weiner to 
end his campaign, Quinn 
said opponents should 
not “say who should or 
shouldn't get in and out of 
races." 

But she questioned wheth¬ 
er he is the right person to 
lead the city. 

“Has he disqualified him¬ 
self? Yes, he’s disqualified 
himself,” Quinn said. “But 
not just because of these 
scandals, though that cer¬ 
tainly has. 

He didn't have the quali¬ 
fications when he was in 
Congress." 

Later on the NBC program, 
David Axelrod, a former 
senior adviser to Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama , ac¬ 
cused Weiner of “wasting 
time and space.” Axelrod, 
who noted that his former 
firm is working for another 
mayoral candidate, said 
Americans “believe in sec¬ 
ond chances, but not third 
chances." 

On CNN’s “State of the 
Union,” Republican U.S. 
Rep. Peter King, the target 
of a blistering 2010 attack 
from Weiner over a bill to 
provide free medical ser¬ 
vices for World Trade Cen¬ 
ter recovery workers, said 
Weiner is “not psychologi¬ 
cally qualified to be mayor 
of the city of New York.”Q

could feel the shots. In the 
final hours, Vargas took two 
people captive in a fifth- 
story unit. 

Police attempted to nego¬ 
tiate with him, but the talks 
fell apart and a police com¬ 
mando team swarmed in, 
killing Vargas and rescuing

State Department spokes¬ 
woman Jan Psaki said the 
teams would meet Mon¬ 
day and Tuesday to “de¬ 
velop a procedural plan 
for how the parties can pro¬ 
ceed with the negotiations 
in the coming months.” 
Talks on a final peace 
deal are to last six to nine 
months. 

Chief Palestinian nego¬ 
tiator Saeb Erekat and 
Abbas aide Mohammed 
Shtayyeh will represent the 
Palestinians, and Justice 
Minister Tzipi Livni and ad¬ 
viser Yitzhak Molcho will at¬ 
tend for Israel. 

Netanyahu, seeking to 
overcome stiff opposition 
from ultra-nafionalists, told 
his Cabinet that “resuming 
the political process at this 
time is important for Israel,” 
noting that any deal would 
be submitted to a national 
referendum. 

Erekat welcomed the vote 
on the prisoners as a “step 
toward peace,” one he 
said is long overdue. 
Negotiators made prog¬ 
ress in previous rounds, and 
the outlines of a deal have 
emerged — a Palestinian 
state in most of the West 
Bank, Gaza and east Jeru¬ 
salem, lands captured by 
Israel in 1967, with border 
adjustments to enable Is¬ 
rael to annex land with a 
majority of nearly 600,000 
sefflers. 

Those negotiations broke 
down before fhe sides 
could fackle the most ex¬ 
plosive issues, a partition of 
Jerusalem and the fate of 
Palestinian refugees and 
their descendants, now 
several million people. 
Abbas remains leery of ne¬ 
gotiating with Netanyahu, 
fearing any offer made by 
the hard-liner would fall 
far short of Palestinian de¬ 
mands, so he has insisted 
on a clear framework for 
negotiations. 

Abbas said over the week¬ 


end that Kerry assured him 
the invitation to the nego¬ 
tiators will say border talks 
are based on the 1967 line 
— though Netanyahu has 
not said whether he has 
dropped his long-stand¬ 
ing opposition to that de¬ 
mand. The preliminary talks 
in Washington are sup¬ 
posed to close the remain¬ 
ing gaps on the framework 
for talks, and they could 
well falter at that early 
point. Israel's release of 
veteran prisoners could 
help Abbas persuade a 
skeptical Palestinian public 
that it’s worthwhile return¬ 
ing to negotiations. 
Netanyahu has repeatedly 
called for a resumption of 
negotiations that broke 
down in 2008, but he has 
not sketched the outlines 
of a deal he would be will¬ 
ing to strike, except to say 
he opposes a partition of 
Jerusalem. 

In Sunday’s Cabinet meet¬ 
ing, he pushed through the 
prisoner release despite 
opposition by two ministers 
in his Likud Party and by 
those from a main coali¬ 
tion partner, the pro-settler 
Jewish Home Party. 

Outside the government 
complex, hundreds pro¬ 
tested against a release. 
Among them were families 
of Israelis killed in attacks 
by Palestinian militants. 
Some held up pictures of 
their loved ones. 

Naftali Bennett, the head 
of Jewish Home, briefly 
joined the protesters be¬ 
fore attending the Cabinet 
meeting. “It's a hard day, 
the decision was made 
and I hope we won’t pay 
a horrible price for this in 
the future,” he said after 
the vote. 

In the West Bank and Gaza, 
some relatives of prisoners 
anxiously awaited word. 
“Now there is a big relief," 
said Walid Abu Muhsen, 
45, whose brother Jamal 
has been in prison for the 
past 22 years for killing an 
Israeli farmer. □

CLEVELAND (AP) — One of 
three women held captive 
in a Cleveland home for 
a decade made her first 
public appearance at a 
concert featuring the rap¬ 
per Nelly a day after her 
abductor pleaded guilty to 
kidnap and rape charges. 
Amanda Berry showed up 
at the daylong RoverFest 
concert in Cleveland on 
Saturday night, walking on 
stage with her family and 


waving at the cheering 
crowd. 

Wearing sunglasses and 
dressed in jeans and a 
black T-shirt, Berry smiled 
broadly while acknowledg¬ 
ing the applause, but she 
didn’t address the crowd. 
Nelly called Berry back to 
the stage after his music 
set.

Indianapolis church mourns 
three who died in bus crash

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — An 
Indianapolis church mourn¬ 
ed their youth pastor, his 
pregnant wife and a con¬ 
gregation member Sunday 
after the three died when 
their bus returning from a 
northern Michigan youth 
camp overturned a mile 
(1.6 kilometers) from home. 
Saturday’s accident dev¬ 
astated members of Co¬ 
lonial Hills Baptist Church, 
who had been anticipat¬ 
ing a joyful homecoming 
with the 37 people aboard 
the bus. 

The crash killed youth pas¬ 
tor Chad Phelps; his preg¬ 
nant piano-teacher wife, 
Courtney Phelps; and 
chaperone Tonya Wein- 
dorf, church deacon Jeff 
Leffew said. 

The crash, which hap¬ 
pened Saturday afternoon 
near an interstate highway, 
injured dozens. Seven teens 
remained hospitalized Sun¬ 


day, including one in criti¬ 
cal condition. Bus driver 
Dennis Maurer, a 68-year- 
old member of the congre¬ 
gation, told authorities that 
the brakes failed before 
the church-owned vehicle 
struck a raised concrete 
median and flipped on its 
side, Indianapolis metro 
police said. 

Chad Phelps, the son of 
the church’s senior pastor, 
and his wife were both in 
their mid-20s, Leffew said, 
and were expecting their 
second child next month. 
Chad Phelps had become 
youth pastor at Colonial 
Hills late last year, he said. 

“ ... We're going to have 
a long road, but God is 
good,” Leffew said Sunday 
during a news conference. 
The Phelpses’ first child, 
Chase, nearly 2 years old, 
was among the injured. He 
was treated and released 
from a hospital Saturday, IU 
Health spokeswoman Sally 
Winter said. □ 


er, pleaded guilty to 937 
counts in a deal that will 
send him to prison for life 
without parole, plus 1,000 
years. 

Berry, now 27, Gina DeJesus 
and Michelle Knight disap¬ 
peared between 2002 and 
2004 when they were 16, 14 
and 20 years old. They es¬ 
caped in May when Berry 
kicked out part of a door 
and called to neighbors for 
help. 

Shane French, the host of 
the syndicated talk radio 
show Rover's Morning Glo¬ 
ry on WMMS in Cleveland, 
told The Associated Press in 
a telephone interview Sun¬ 
day that he was surprised 
when Berry showed up at 
the annual festival. 

French, who goes by the 
name Rover on radio, said 
he had issued an impromp¬ 
tu invitation on his show a 


few weeks ago but didn’t 
know she was listening. 

“I just said that she had 10 
years of partying to make 
up for and she should 
come," French said. 

He said he was surprised 
when security guards told 
him Berry had arrived. 
French said Berry at first re¬ 
fused to go on stage but 
then agreed and asked if 
he would go with her. 

“She didn't say why she de¬ 
cided to come, but some 
of her family members told 
me they listen to my show 
every day and had been 
to RoverFest in the past,” 
French said. 

“I didn’t see her cry, but I 
think she was pretty over¬ 
whelmed by the response 
that the crowd gave her,” 
he said of Berry. “She just 
seemed to be having a 
great time."0

“Here in America, no war 
should ever be forgotten, 
and no veteran should 
ever be overlooked," he 
said in a speech at the Ko¬ 
rean War Veterans Memo¬ 
rial on the National Mall, 
where ceremonies marked 
the 60th anniversary of the 
end of hostilities on the 
peninsula. 

Obama said the conflict 
didn’t unite or divide the 
country the same way 
World War II or the Viet¬ 
nam War did, respective¬ 
ly, and that U.S. veterans 
came home to neither pa¬ 
rades nor protests because 
“there was, it seemed, a 
desire to forget, to move 
on” by Americans tired of 
battle. 

But they “deserved bet¬ 
ter,” Obama said, adding 
that, on Saturday’s anni¬

40 million euro ($53 million) 
worth of diamonds and 
other jewels was stolen 
Sunday from the Carlton 
Intercontinental Hotel in

One expert noted the 
crime follows recent jail es¬ 
capes by members of the 
notorious “Pink Panther” 
jewel thief gang. 

The hotel in the sweltering 
French Riviera was hosting

a temporary jewelry exhibit 
over the summer from the 
prestigious Leviev diamond 
house, which is owned by 
Israeli billionaire Lev Leviev. 
A police spokesman 
said the theft took place 
around noon, but he could 
not confirm local media re¬ 


ports that the robber was a 
single gunman who stuffed 
a suitcase with the gems 
before making a swift exit. 
The spokesman spoke on 
condition of anonymity be¬ 
cause he was not autho¬ 
rized to discuss the matter 
on the record. 

The luxury Carlton hotel is 
situated on the exclusive 
Promenade de la Croisette 
that stretches a mile and a 
half along the French Riv¬ 
iera, and is thronged by the 
rich and famous through¬ 
out the year. The hotel’s 
position provides not only 
a beautiful view of the sea 
but also an easy getaway 
for potential jewel thieves 
along the long stretch of 
road. 

“It's a huge theft. Anytime 
you talk about a heist with 
many millions of dollars it 
turns heads and feeds the 
imagination,” said Jona¬ 
than Sazonoff, U.S. editor 
for the Museum Security 
Network website and an 
authority on high-value 
crime. 

He said the likelihood of 
recovering the stolen dia¬ 
monds and jewels is slim, 
because the thieves can 
easily sell them on. “The 
fear is, if you're dealing 
with high-quality minerals, 
it’s hard to get them back,” 
Sazonoff said. “They can 
be broken up and so they 
can be easily smuggled 
and sold.” 

The valuable gems were 
supposed to be on public 
display until the end of Au¬ 
gust. It was not immediate¬ 
ly clear how many pieces 
were stolen. 

Several police officers were 
placed in front of the Carl¬ 
ton exhibition room — near 
a Cartier diamond bou¬ 
tique — to prevent the doz¬ 
ens of journalists and pho¬ 
tographers from getting 
a look at the scene of the 
crime. 


Hotel officials would not 
comment, and attempts to 
get comments from Leviev 
or his company were nof 
immediately successful. 
Europe has been struck 
by several brazen jewelry 
thefts in recent years, some 
of which have involved 
tens of millions of dollars in 
treasure. 

On Feb. 18 in Belgium, 
some $50 million worth of 
diamonds were sfolen. In 
that heist, robbers targeted 
stones from the global dia¬ 
mond center of Antwerp 
that had been loaded on 
a plane headed to Zurich. 
Authorities have since de¬ 
tained dozens of people 
and recovered much of 
the items stolen in that op¬ 
eration. 

Five years ago, in Decem¬ 
ber 2008, armed robbers 
wearing women’s wigs and 
clothing made off with dia¬ 
mond rings, gem-studded 
bracelets and other jewelry 
said then to be worth $108 
million from a Harry Winston 
boutique in Paris. 

Also in 2008 — in February 
of that year — in a scene 
reminiscent of the movie 
“The Italian Job," masked 
thieves drilled a tunnel into 
a Damiani jewelry compa¬ 
ny showroom in Milan, Italy. 
They tied up the staff with 
plastic cable and sticky 
tape, then made off with 
gold, diamonds and rubies 
worth some $20 million. The 
robbers had been digging 
for several weeks from a 
building under construction 
next door. 

Cannes appears to be a 
favorite target this year 
— in May it was struck by 
other two highly publicized 
jewelry heists during the 
Cannes Film Festival. 

In the first theft, robbers 
stole about $1 million worth

CAIRO (AP) — Escalating

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Judge questions train driver over accident in Spain

driver of a Spanish train 
that derailed at high speed 
was being questioned by 
a judge on Sunday as of¬ 
ficials tried to determine if 
he was responsible for the 
accident, which killed 79 
people. 

Francisco Jose Garzon 
Amo, 52, has been held by 
police on suspicion of neg¬ 
ligent homicide. He has not 
been formally charged by 
a magistrate or made any 
official sfatements. 
However, minutes after the 
crash Garzon said that he 
had been going fast and 
couldn't brake, a local 
resident who rushed to the 
scene of the accident said 
in an interview broadcast 
Sunday. 

The resident, Evaristo Igle- 
sias, said he and another 
person accompanied the 
blood-soaked Garzon to 
flat ground where other 
injured people were being 
laid out, waiting for emer¬ 
gency services fo arrive. 
“He fold us that he wanted 
to die,” Iglesias told Antena 
3 television. 

“He said he had needed 
to brake but couldn’t,” 
Iglesias said. He added 
that Garzon said “he had 
been going fast." 

The train carrying 218 pas¬ 
senger in eight cars hurtled 
far over the 80-kph (50- 
mph) speed limit into a 
high-risk curve on Wednes¬ 


day, tumbling off fhe tracks 
and slamming into a con¬ 
crete wall, with some of the 
cars catching fire. 

The Spanish rail agency 
has said the brakes should 
have been applied four ki¬ 
lometers (2.5 miles) before 
the train hit the curve. 

On Sunday, Garzon was 
moved from the police 
station in the northwest¬ 
ern Spanish town of San¬ 
tiago de Compostela, near 
where the accident oc¬ 
curred, to its courthouse 
just as the deadline of his 
72 hours of detention was 
to expire. 

Luis Alaez, the investiga¬ 
tive judge, was to question 
the driver in private and 
was not expected to com¬ 
ment about it afterward. 
The judge also was to have 
access to the information 
contained in the train's 
“black box,” which is similar 
to those found on aircraft, 
officials said. 

Investigators must deter¬ 
mine if Garzon failed to ap¬ 
ply the brakes or whether it 
was a technical failure. 
Previously Garzon had ex¬ 
ercised his righf to remain 
silent when police tried to 
interview him, officials said. 
Spain’s state-run train com¬ 
pany has described him as 
an experience driver who 
knew the route well. 

In its report about the ac¬ 
cident, Antena 3 television 
showed a photograph of

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) 
— Venezuela’s chief pros¬ 
ecutor said she has asked 
a court to freeze the as¬ 
sets of the editor of one 
of the country’s two major 
opposition newspapers. 
El Nacional editor Miguel 
Henrique Otero called the 
move an attack on free¬ 
dom of expression in state¬ 
ments published Sunday. 
Chief Prosecutor Luisa 
Ortega Diaz said the case 
stems from an illegal- 
enrichment investigation 
against former Caracas 
Mayor Alfredo Pena. The 
mayor had sued Otero, 
alleging he owes him $3.5 
million. Ortega said she 
doesn't know where the 
ex-mayor got the money 
or what the loan was for, 
but she said her office will 
investigate possible crimi¬ 
nal activity, according to 
a statement posted on her 
agency’s website. 

Otero published a state¬ 
ment Sunday on the news¬ 
paper’s website saying the 
action was “an outrage 
to limit freedom of expres¬ 
sion.” But he said he could 
not comment about the 
allegations because he 
had not been officially no¬ 
tified of them. He said he 
learned about the action 
only because friends told 
him that Ortega had is¬ 
sued a Twitter message an¬ 
nouncing it.

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Shea’s early goal gives U.S. 1 -0 victory over Panama

CHICAGO (AP) — It took 
Brek Shea less than a min¬ 
ute to give the United 
States a goal. And the Gold 
Cup title. 

Shea scored 42 seconds af¬ 
ter coming into the game 
as a substitute, and his goal 
in the 69th minute gave 
the United States a 1-0 vic¬ 
tory over Panama in the 
CONCACAF Gold Cup fi¬ 
nal. It is the fifth Gold Cup 
title for the U.S., but it’s first 
since 2007. The victory also 
extended the Americans’ 
winning run to a record 
11 games, four more than 
their previous best. 

When the final whistle 
sounded, the Americans 
on the bench raced onto 
the field to join their team¬ 
mates. Several players 
jumped up and down, and 
hugs and high-fives were 
exchanged. Coach Jurgen 
Klinsmann, who watched 
the game from a luxury box 
after being suspended for 


his tirade over the officiat¬ 
ing in the semifinals, quickly 
made his way down to the 
field, pumping his fists in the 
air as he walked. 

The Panamians, mean¬ 
while, could only watch 
in disappointment. They 
came into the game full of 
confidence after beating 
Mexico twice during the 


tournament, but never re¬ 
ally threatened the United 
States. 

The only downer on the 
day for the Americans 
was another injury to Stu¬ 
art Holden's right knee. He 
collapsed to the ground 
after colliding with another 
player in the first half and 
grabbed at his right knee. 


He was able to walk off the 
field on his own, but U.S. 
Soccer later said he had 
sprained the knee and it 
would need further evalu¬ 
ation. 

Holden missed almost 2 Vi 
years because of injuries to 
his right knee, only return¬ 
ing to the U.S. squad in late 
May. 

The U.S. had been the class 
of the Gold Cup, outscoring 
opponents 20-4 in the tour¬ 
nament. Klinsmann used a 
mostly young team, and its 
confidence appeared to 
grow with every victory. 
Though Klinsmann and his 
players had insisted his one- 
game suspension wouldn’t 
change anything — “We’re 
going to use it a little bit 
as a rallying cry,” London 
Donovan said Saturday. 
“We want to win the trophy 
for him.” — they lacked 
their usual sharpness early 
on. Donovan and Eddie 
Johnson both struggled to 
get free, covered closely 
by Panama’s dogged de¬ 


fense. 

But they found their rhythm 
in the second half, creat¬ 
ing several chances. The 
best came in the 56th min¬ 
ute, DaMarcus Beasley 
chipped a ball into Dono¬ 
van, who was in front of the 
goal at the near post. Don¬ 
ovan got his head on the 
ball, but not at the angle 
he wanted and it flew wide 
of the net. As the crowd 
groaned, Donovan threw 
back his head and Beasley 
swatted the red flag in the 
corner. 

The Americans were still 
scratching to create some¬ 
thing — anything — when 
Shea replaced Joe Coro¬ 
na in the 68th minute. He 
didn’t waste any time mak¬ 
ing his presence felt as the 
Americans pushed forward 
again. 

Alejandro Bedoya fed Don¬ 
ovan, but he muffed the 
shot. The ball continued to 
roll past Panama’s Roberto 
Chen and on toward the 
net. □

Ryan Newman fulfilled 
the childhood dream of 
so many who grew up in 
Indiana - winning at sto¬ 
ried Indianapolis Motor 
Speedway. 

Newman, from South 
Bend, ended a 49-race 
losing streak with Sunday's 
victory at the Brickyard, 
and he did it by beating 
Jimmie Johnson. 

Again. 

Newman set a NASCAR 
track record in knocking 
Johnson off the pole in 
qualifying, then used a 
fast final pit stop Sunday 
to snatch the win from 
the four-time Indianapolis 
winner. 

The two were the class of 
the field - they combined 
to lead 118 of the 160 laps 
- but it was Johnson who 
dominated the race and 
appeared to be just a bit 
better. But Johnson pitted 
from the lead with 27 laps 
remaining and it was a 
slow final stop for the Hen¬ 
drick Motorsports crew. 
Newman pitted after that 
and took only two tires to 
move into the lead after 
the green-flag stops cy¬ 
cled through the field. The 
closest Johnson would get 
to him again was when 
he paid a congratulatory 
visit to Newman in Victory 
Lane. 

Newman was remarkably 
composed as he took the 
checkered flag and in 
Victory Lane. 

"I don’t realize it yet. It's 
a dream come true,” 
he said. "It can't hit you 
all at once, it's not good 
enough. It will take a 
week or so for it to sink in.” 
The victory comes as 
Newman is looking for a 
job. 

Stewart-Haas Racing has 
signed Kevin Harvick to 


join the team next season, 
and team co-owner Tony 
Stewart informed New¬ 
man two weeks ago he 
won’t be brought back 
in 2014. It didn't change 
the post-race mood, as 
Stewart hustled to Vic¬ 
tory Lane, lifted Newman 
from behind and the two 
shared a long embrace. 
"He just had an awesome 
weekend,” Stewart said. 
"I kept looking up the 
board and watching and 
I was scared to ask where 
he was at and how big 
of a lead he had. I didn’t 
want to jinx him. Just re¬ 
ally proud of him - he's a 
great teammate and an 
even better friend.” 
Johnson, the Sprint Cup 
Series points leader who 
was hoping to tie Formula 
One's Michael Schum¬ 
acher as the only five-time 
winners in Indy history, fin¬ 
ished 2.657 seconds be¬ 
hind Newman in second. 
"There's definitely dis¬ 
appointment there, but 
that's racing. It happens,” 
Johnson said. "We win as 
a team, lose as a team. 
There's been some late 
race mistakes on my be¬ 
half that have taken race 
wins away from us. Grant¬ 
ed, not a major event like 
this. We still ended up sec¬ 
ond. 

"We have a lot to be 
proud of over the course 
of the weekend. We'll do 
the best to let it roll off our 
shoulders by tomorrow af¬ 
ternoon.” 

Kasey Kahne, Johnson’s 
Hendrick Motorsports 
teammate, was third and 
Stewart was fourth as 
Chevrolet swept the top 
four spots. All four cars 
were also powered by 
Hendrick Motorsports. 

"We had pretty good 
power all day long, there 
were several scenarios 
where I noticed it,” Stew¬ 


art said. "That’s what you 
expect from Hendrick.” 
Matt Kenseth was fifth in 
a Toyota and followed by 
Hendrick's Dale Earnhardt 
Jr. and Jeff Gordon, as all 
four Hendrick entries land¬ 
ed inside the top seven. 
Earnhardt rallied from a 
loose wheel on the open¬ 
ing run of the race to grab 
his top-10 finish. 

"I knew itwas loose,” said 
Earnhardt, adding it was 
a no-brainer to pit. "You 
have a wheel falling off, 
you have something se¬ 
rious happening. Come 
in, it’s dangerous staying 
out there. You can hit the 
wall, or wreck something, 
or wreck some other peo¬ 
ple.

Joey Logano was eighth 
in a Ford, and followed by 
Juan Pablo Montoya and 
Kyle Busch, who picked 
up his first career win at 
the Brickyard in Saturday's 
Nationwide Series race. 
NASCAR’s 20th running 
at the historic Brickyard 
wasn't the most exciting 
race - there were three 
cautions, for stalled cars 
or debris, and no acci¬ 
dents or spins - and the 
field spread out into sin¬ 
gle-file racing and pass¬ 
ing wasn't easy. Montoya 
complained at one point 
over his radio that at¬ 
tempting to pass another 
car only cost him position 
on track. 

"It's just Indy, it's always 
hard to pass,” Kahne 
shrugged. "The compe¬ 
tition's close, so you can 


get runs and then you 
can kill your run a little bit 
if that guy runs a certain 
part of the race track. So 
the guys that know where 
to put their car when a 
car being them is faster, 
it's tough to pass them.” 
The in-race intrigue came 
via varied strategies 
among the teams as they 
all tried different methods 
to steal a good finish in a 
race that logged as the 
fastest Brickyard in history 
at 2 hours, 36 minutes and 
22 seconds. 

"Overall I thought it was 
an exciting race,” said 
Kenseth. "I thought there 
was a lot of different strat¬ 
egies there at the end 
and the two fastest cars 
ended up battling for the 
win. It wasn’t any harder 
(to pass) than normal. It’s 
just always hard to pass

Franklin, Ledecky shine, but U.S. misses Phelps

BARCELONA, Spain (AP) — 

With Michael Phelps cheer¬ 
ing from the stands and 
a big assist from a team¬ 
mate, Missy Franklin got 
off to a thrilling start in her 
own quest to win eight gold 
medals at the world cham¬ 
pionships. 

Too bad the U.S. men didn't 
have Phelps for their relay. 
Megan Romano turned 
in a brilliant anchor leg to 
ensure Franklin of a gold 
in the women’s 400-me- 
ter freestyle relay Sunday 
evening, chasing down the 
Australians in the last, furi¬ 
ous strokes. 

Coming off a starring role 
at the London Olympics, 
Franklin is now one-for-one 
in Barcelona. 

Seven more to go. 

“Oh, my gosh, it was amaz¬ 
ing!” said Franklin, who 
clutched hands with team¬ 
mate Natalie Coughlin at 
the edge of the pool as 
they cheered on Romano. 
“We knew Megan could do 
it.” Overall, it was good start 
for the American team on 
the first night of pool swim¬ 
ming at the arena atop 
Montjuic. Katie Ledecky, 
still only 16 and preparing 
to start her junior year of 
high school, nearly broke 
the world record while win¬ 
ning the women’s 400 free. 
Connor Jaeger pulled out 
a bronze in the men’s 400 
free, which was won in 
dominating fashion by Chi¬ 
na's Sun Yang. 

It looked as though the fi¬ 
nal race of the night would 
produce another red, white 
and blue celebration. 

Turns out it did — but it was 
Le Tricolore that waved 
throughout the Palau Sant 
Jordi when the French ral¬ 
lied to snatch the gold 
away from the Americans 
in the men’s 400 free relay. 
In a repeat of their stirring

to be a commanding lead, 
but Ryan Lochte couldn't 
hold off Yannick Agnel's fu¬ 
rious charge for gold on the 
anchor leg. 

This time, Agnel went out 
first for the French, and he 
was next-to-last when he 
handed off to Florent Man- 
audou. France was still only 
fourth after a blistering 100 
by Fabien Gilot (the fastest 
of the night, 46.90). The U.S. 
was slightly ahead of the 
Australians when Anthony 
Ervin passed it off to Feigen. 
He couldn’t hold off Stra- 
vius, who touched the wall 
in 3 minutes, 11.18 sec¬ 
onds. The Americans took 
silver in 3:11.42, while Rus¬ 
sia claimed the bronze in 
3:11.44. The Aussies faded 
to fourth. 

Phelps was in no shape to 
swim, even if he wanted 
to. He arrived at the arena 
wearing a boot cast on his 
right foot, having sustained 
some sort of minor stress 
fracture that apparently 
worsened from playing golf. 
“I tried to get him on the

comeback at last summer’s 
Olympics, Jeremy Stravius 
chased down Jimmy Fei¬ 
gen to set off a wild cel¬ 
ebration among the huge 
French contingent in the 
stands. “I actually didn’t 
even see them until the last 
five meters,” Feigen said. 
"Maybe I should have paid 
more attention to them." 
Maybe the result would 
have been different if 
Phelps had not retired after 
London. He is in Barcelona 
to make some promotional 
appearances and attend 
the evening finals, buf only 
as a fan. The swimming 
world is abuzz wifh specu¬ 
lation that he’s planning a 
comeback, but not yet. 

"He was texting me," said 
Bob Bowman, coach of 
the U.S. men’s team and 
Phelps’ longtime mentor. 
"He was disappointed we 


got beat. He was just giving 
me his critique. It was right 
on." 

Of course, Phelps was on 
the relay team that lost in 
London. He helped give 
the Americans what looked

relay but he didn't want to 
do it," U.S. assistant coach 
Mike Bottom said jokingly. 
“Bob actually was giving 
him a tough time. He was 
like, ‘Hey, you ready to go? 


Let’s go.’ But he was limp¬ 
ing around.” 

Even so, Agnel was asked 
whether he was glad to see 
Phelps in the stands rather 
than in the pool. 

"I don’t understand the 
question,” the Frenchman 
quipped. 

No swimmer has ever won 
eight golds at the world 
championships. Phelps 
came oh-so-close in 2007 
when he won his first sev¬ 
en events but never got a 
chance in the eighth. The 
Americans were disquali¬ 
fied in the preliminaries of 
the 400 medley relay while 
Phelps was resting up to 
swim in the final. 

The following year, of 
course, he won a record 
eight golds on a much big¬ 
ger stage, the Beijing Olym¬ 
pics. 

Franklin, now 18 and get¬ 
ting ready to go off to col¬ 
lege at Cal-Berkeley, won 
four golds and a bronze in 
London. She just missed out 
on medals in the 100 and 
200 free — events she will 
again swim at the worlds 
along the 50 back, a non- 
Olympic event. 

“I’m right where I was last 
summer, which gives me a 
lot of confidence going info 
the rest of the meet,” Frank¬ 
lin said. “I think I am a little 
stronger in my backstrokes 
than my freestyles, but I've 
done a lot of work on my 
freestyle the past year so I 
really hope that it’s going 
to be up there.” 

She was far behind on the 
opening leg after a blis¬ 
tering start by Australia’s 
Cate Campbell. Cough¬ 
lin and Shannon Vreeland 
chipped away at the Aus¬ 
sie lead before Romano 
finished the job. She edged 
Coutts by 0.12 seconds with 
a winning time of 3:32.43. 
The Netherlands finished 
another 3 seconds behind 
for the bronze. □

Samsung emphasizes components as smartphones peak

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) — 
Samsung plans to plow a 
record pile of cash into its 
semiconductor and display 
panel businesses, hoping 
to reduce reliance on sales 
of high-end Galaxy smart¬ 
phones that are poised to 
peak after two years of blis¬ 
tering growth. 

Samsung Electronics Co., 
the world’s largest smart¬ 
phone maker, reported 
record profit for a sixth 
straight quarter on Friday. 
But the result still disappoint¬ 
ed investors who expected 
Samsung to book even 
higher earnings after the 
Galaxy S4, its latest iteration 
of the flagship smartphone, 
was launched in April. The 
handset scored 10 million 
sales in the month after its 
launch. 

Samsung's division that 
makes and sells handsets, 
smartphones and tablet 
computers has been the 
motive force behind fhe 
South Korea company’s 
run of bumper profits, with 
Galaxy smartphone ship¬ 
ments jumping every quar¬ 
ter. In the three months 
ended June 30, the division 
contributed two-thirds of 
the company’s entire oper¬ 
ating profit. 

Samsung, which does not 
disclose its smartphone 
sales figures, is estimated by 
research firm DC to have 
shipped 72.4 million smart¬ 
phones in the April-June 
quarter, compared with 
Apple's 31.2 million iPhone 
sales. Samsung’s second 
quarter smartphone sales 
were double what it sold 
in the final quarter of 2011, 
an indication of how fast 
the company expanded 
its business and outpaced 
rivals. 

But investors who once 
cheered the explosive 
sales growth now fret that 
consumer appetite for fop- 


of-the-range smartphones 
is close to being sated. 
Cutting-edge features 
have lost some of fheir lus¬ 
ter as there is now a wide 
choice of new devices wifh 
equivalently fast proces¬ 
sors, powerful cameras and 
crisp roomy displays. 
Emerging markets remain 
a source of growth but 
the middle classes in such 
countries flock to cheaper 
smartphones that are less 
profitable for manufactur¬ 
ers such as Samsung and 
Apple Inc. They also face 
additional competition 
from Chinese companies 
fhaf specialize in afford¬ 
able handsets. 

Samsung’s share price has 
dropped 14 percent since 
January, cutting $30 bil¬ 
lion from its market value. 
Robert Yi, senior vice presi¬ 
dent of investor relations at 
Samsung, blamed global 
economic conditions that 
prompted foreign investors 


to pull funds from Asian fi¬ 
nancial markets including 
South Korea. 

But many analysts said 
weaker-than-expected 
sales and profit from Gal¬ 
axy smartphones is the key 
factor behind the tumbling 
share price. Analysts in¬ 
cluding those at JP Morgan 
Chase cut their sales fore¬ 
casts for the Galaxy S4 by 
more than 20 percent in 
June, predicting shipments 
would weaken after the first 
quarter it was on sale. 
Samsung said it expected 
a higher profit contribution 
from its components busi¬ 
nesses in the future. 

It plans record-high capital 
expenditure this year, which 
will help ramp up produc¬ 
tion of its mainstay memory 
chips and strengthen its ex¬ 
pansion in the mobile pro¬ 
cessor market. Out of 24 
trillion won ($21.6 billion) of 
annual capital spending, 
it allocated 13 trillion won 


to the semiconductor busi¬ 
ness and 6.5 trillion won to 
its display panel business. 
“It’s a move to seek all- 
around growth and bal¬ 
ance out what is now 
centered on sets,” which 
include mobile handsets, 
said Lee Sei-chul, an ana¬ 
lyst at Meritz Securities. 

In the latest quarter, Sam¬ 
sung’s display panel busi¬ 
ness posted a higher profit 
over a year earlier thanks to 
demand for advanced dis¬ 
plays called OLED, primar¬ 
ily used in Galaxy smart¬ 
phones. Even as PC ship¬ 
ments fell in the spring quar¬ 
ter, demand for tablet PCs 
and data servers propped 
up prices of memory chips 
accounting for larger semi¬ 
conductor profit. 

In smartphones, Samsung 
is also facing a similar chal¬ 
lenge to Apple in that con¬ 
sumers are increasingly 
buying its older less expen¬ 
sive models rather than the 


latest version. 

IDC said discounted prices 
of the Galaxy S III, a prede¬ 
cessor of fhe S4, renewed 
consumer interest during 
the second quarter and 
contributed to Samsung’s 
shipment growth. Yet it also 
likely dragged on earnings 
from handsets. 

Samsung's mobile business 
posted a lower profit in the 
three months ending June 
compared with the previ¬ 
ous quarter because of 
higher marketing costs af¬ 
ter the S4 launch. It was first 
time in a year that the mo¬ 
bile division did not report 
an increase in profit from 
the previous quarter. 
Samsung said the aver¬ 
age selling price of hand¬ 
sets will moderately de¬ 
cline in coming quarters as 
the proportion of mid-fier 
smartphone sales increase. 
It also released variations 
of the Galaxy series to of¬ 
fer cheaper handsets and 
fend off competition from 
Chinese rivals. 

Many analysts also expect 
Samsung to mark down the 
Galaxy S4's price in the fall 
and winter quarters as ri¬ 
vals, including Apple, will 
release new models. 

They said that will result in 
earnings from the mobile 
business being flat in the 
third quarter versus the 
April-June quarter. Com¬ 
ponents businesses that 
sell semiconductors and 
display panels will report 
a higher profit, driving an¬ 
other record quarter for the 
South Korean tech titan. 
“Entering into a typically 
strong season for the IT in¬ 
dustry, we expect earnings 
to continue to increase. 
However, we cannot over¬ 
look delayed economic 
recovery in Europe and 
risks from increased com¬ 
petition for smartphone 
and other set products," Yi, 
Samsung's executive vice 
president, said.Q

US bank profits soar in second quarter;

NEW YORK (AP) — Just over 
half of the companies in 
the Standard & Poor’s 500 
index have reported earn¬ 
ings for the second quarter, 
and some are faring bet¬ 
ter than others. Here are 
some of the things we’ve 
learned so far. 

Banks and other financial 
companies have been the 
standouts. The materials 
sector, which includes min¬ 


ers and chemical compa¬ 
nies, have fared the worst. 
Earnings are also contract¬ 
ing in the technology in¬ 
dustry. Some older tech 
companies are reporting 
lower profits as they strug¬ 
gle to adapt while con¬ 
sumers embrace smart¬ 
phones and other mobile 
devices. Overall, earnings 
growth is projected to slow 
for a third straight quar¬ 
ter. Analysts forecast that 
companies in the Stan¬ 


dard & Poor's 500 index will 
report earnings growth of 
4.5 percent for the period, 
according to S&P Capital 
IQ. That’s a drop from 5.2 
percent in the first three 
months of the year. 

It’s not all bad news. 
Earnings at U.S. compa¬ 
nies are expected to grow 
faster in the second half 
of the year as the econ¬ 
omy strengthens. Rising 
consumer confidence, 
boosted by climbing home 


prices and an improving 
job market, should com¬ 
bine to drive the economy 
to stronger growth, helping 
companies earn more. The 
economy should also ben¬ 
efit after the impact starts 
to fade from government 
spending cuts and higher 
social security taxes put in 
place at the beginning of 
the year. 

By the fourth quarter of this 
year, company profits are 
expected to leap 11.2 per¬ 
cent from the same period 
a year earlier. That would 
be the fastest pace since 
the third quarter of 2011. 
For now, investors have to 
be content with modest 
growth. 

BANKS: GETTING BETTER 
U.S. banks reported surging 
profits after setting aside 
less money for bad loans. 
Major banks including 
Citigroup and JPMorgan 
Chase also profited from a 
boom in investment bank¬ 
ing as recovering financial 
markets resulted in big in¬ 
creases in fees for under¬ 
writing stock and bond of¬ 
ferings. Rising interest rates 
also helped banks earn 
more from lending money. 
The outlook for banks isn’t 
as encouraging, however. 
There are signs that the

Smartphone rivals gain on Samsung and Apple

TOKYO - As Samsung Elec¬ 
tronics and Apple con¬ 
tinue to slug it out across 
the globe for domination 
of the smartphone market, 
the South Korean maker 
continues to edge out the 
California company. 
Samsung is now more 
profitable than Apple, ac¬ 
cording to second-quarter 
financial results released 
by Samsung on Friday in 
Seoul, South Korea. But 
while the two rivals have 
successively one-upped 
each other with ever sleek¬ 
er, more technologically 
sophisticated phones, new 
competition is stirring. 

The combined share of 
the worldwide smartphone 
market controlled by Ap¬ 
ple and Samsung slipped 


to 43 percent in the sec¬ 
ond quarter from 49 per¬ 
cent a year earlier, IDC, a 
research firm, reported Fri¬ 
day. 

Some of the companies 
chipping away at the lead¬ 
ers are familiar names try¬ 
ing comebacks, like Sony, 
Nokia and HTC. Others 
are relative newcomers, 
like LG of South Korea and 
Lenovo, ZTE and Huawei 
of China. “The story is no 
longer Apple versus Sam¬ 
sung,” said Bryan Wang, 
an analyst at Forrester Re¬ 
search. “Going forward, 
they will both face similar 
challenges.” 

Analysts say buyers are 
more willing to look at 
alternatives to Apple or 
Samsung because the dif¬ 
ferences among smart¬ 
phones are becoming less 


pronounced. 

The proportion of phones 
running Google’s Android 
operating system keeps 
growing, and technical 
specifications are converg¬ 
ing. Like Samsung's Gal¬ 
axy S4, a number of other 
phones, including Sony’s 
Xperia Z, also include high- 
definition 5-inch screens. 
That makes price, where 
the Chinese smartphone 
makers have an edge, an 
increasingly important sell¬ 
ing point. 

Those challenges were 
evident in the latest earn¬ 
ings report from Samsung 
on Friday, when the com¬ 
pany said it expected 
competition in the smart¬ 
phone business to stiffen 
in the third quarter, with 
new models pending from 
LG and other rivals. “The 


strong growth streak for 
the smartphone market is 
expected to continue in 
the third quarter, albeit at 
a slower pace," the com¬ 
pany said in a statement. 
Samsung remains a power¬ 
house, reporting big gains 
Friday in sales and earnings 
for its latest quarter. Net in¬ 
come rose 50 percent, to 
7.77 trillion won, or $6.96 
billion, from 5.19 trillion won 
a year earlier. Revenue 
rose to 57.46 trillion won, 
or $51.6 billion, from 47.6 
trillion won. On Tuesday, 
Apple posted quarterly net 
income of $6.9 billion on 
revenue of $35.3 billion. 
Investors have grown 
accustomed to bigger 
gains, and the share price 
of Samsung, like Apple 
shares, has taken a beat¬ 
ing this year.Q

boom in mortgage refi¬ 
nancing is starting to peter 
out. On the positive side, 
there weren’t any nasty 
surprises of the kind banks 
have regularly handed 
investors in the years fol¬ 
lowing the financial crisis.

Capital IQ. “I suspect that 
over the next few quarters, 
to the extent that inter¬ 
est rates continue to rise, 
you may well continue to 
see financials outperform 
the broader market," said 
Joseph Tanious, a global 
market strategist at JPMor¬ 
gan Funds. 

The earnings have helped 
financial companies post 
the second-best returns 
in the S&P 500 this month. 
They're up 6.1 percent 
in July, compared with a 
5.3 percent gain for the 
broader index. Financial 
stocks have gained 25.7 
percent this year.

“Should gold be a part of 
my portfolio?” 

A friend posed that ques¬ 
tion to me a few weeks 
ago, after watching gold’s 
wild ride over the past few 
years. The price of gold was 
less than $500 an ounce in 
2005 but soared to more 
than $1,800 in 2011, be¬ 
fore falling back to about 
$1,300 recently. He wasn’t 
sure what to make of it all. 
My instinct was to say no. 
Like most economists I 
know, I am a pretty bor¬ 
ing investor. I hold 60 per¬ 
cent stocks, 40 percent 
bonds, mostly in low-cost 
index funds. Whenever I 
see those TV commercials 
with some actor hawking 
gold coins, I roll my eyes. 
Hoarding gold seems akin 
to stocking up on canned 
beans and ammo as you 
wait for the apocalypse in 
your fallout shelter. 

But I was also wary of im¬ 
posing my gut instinct on 
my friend, who was looking 
for a more reasoned judg¬ 


ment. I knew that some in¬ 
vestors saw gold as a key 
part of a portfolio. Author 
Harry Browne, the onetime 
Libertarian presidential 


candidate, recommended 
a permanent 25 percent 
allocation to gold. In 2012, 
the Federal Reserve re¬ 
ported that Richard Fisher, 
president of the Federal 


Reserve Bank of Dallas, had 
more than $1 million of gold 
in his personal portfolio. 

So, before answering my 
friend’s question, I dived 


into the small academic lit¬ 
erature on gold as a portfo¬ 
lio investment. Here is what 
I learned: 

THERE ISN’T A LOT OF IT 

The World Gold Council 


estimates that all the gold 
ever mined amounts to 
174,100 metric tons. If this 
supply were divided equal¬ 
ly among the world’s popu¬ 
lation, it would work out to 
less than one ounce a per¬ 
son. 

Warren E. Buffett has a 
good way to illustrate how 
little gold there is. He has 
calculated that if all the 
gold in the world were 
made into a cube, its edge 
would be only 69 feet long. 
So the cube would fit com¬ 
fortably within a baseball 
infield. 

Despite its small size, that 
cube would have sub¬ 
stantial value. In a recent 
paper released by the Na¬ 
tional Bureau of Economic 
Research, Claude B. Erb 
and Campbell R. Harvey 
estimated that the value 
of gold makes up about 9 
percent of the world’s mar¬ 
ket capitalization of stocks, 
bonds and gold. Much of 
the world's gold, however, 
is out of the hands of pri¬ 
vate investors. About half 
of it is in the form of jew¬ 


elry, and an additional 20 
percent is held by central 
banks. This means that if 
you were to hold the avail¬ 
able market portfolio, your 
asset allocation to gold 
would be about 2 percent. 
ITS REAL RETURN IS SMALL 
Over the long run, gold's 
price has outpaced overall 
prices as measured by the 
Consumer Price Index - but 
not by much. In another 
recent NBER paper, econ¬ 
omists Robert J. Barro and 
Sanjay P. Misra reported 
that from 1836 to 2011, gold 
earned an average annual 
inflation-adjusted return of 
1.1 percent. By contrast, 
they estimated long-term 
returns to be 1.0 percent for 
Treasury bills, 2.9 percent 
for long-term bonds and 
7.4 percent for stocks. 

Erb and Harvey presented 
a novel way of gauging 
gold’s return in the very 
long run: They compared 
what the Roman emperor 
Augustus paid his soldiers, 
measured in units of gold, 
to what we pay the military 
todayO 



As a long-term investment, gold has offered small overall re¬ 
turns with high volatility, but there is still an argument for keep¬ 
ing a sliver of it in a portfolio.

NEWSBREAK: Omnicom, Publicis merge, forming biggest ad firm

PARIS (AP) — Omnicom 
Group Inc. and Publicis 
Groupe SA say they are 
combining in a “merger of 
equals” that will create the 
world’s largest advertising 
firm, one worth more than 
$35 billion. 

The combined company 
will be called Publicis Om¬ 
nicom Group and be jointly 
led by Omnicom CEO John 
Wren and Publicis CEO 
Maurice Levy as co-chief 
executives. The move is de¬ 
signed to bolster the com¬ 
panies' focus on growing 
Asian and Latin American 
markets such as China and 
Brazil, where they each 
have ramped up opera¬ 
tions to counter lackluster 
growth in weak European 
markets. 

But although a combined 
firm will allow for more pric¬ 
ing power in general, the 
decrease in competition 
could present regulatory 
hurdles in the U.S. and Eu¬ 


rope. Client conflicts also 
could be an issue, as rivals 
such as Coca-Cola Co., 
PepsiCo, McDonald's, Yum 
Brands' Taco Bell, Johnson 
& Johnson and Procter & 
Gamble now find them¬ 
selves under the same um¬ 
brella. 

Omnicom Group Inc., 
based in New York, owns 
BBDO Worldwide, DDB 
Worldwide Communica¬ 
tions Group and TBWA 
Worldwide, among other 
agencies. Paris-based 
Publicis Groupe SA runs its 
namesake agency as well 
as Leo Burnett Worldwide, 
Saatchi & Saatchi and Digi- 
tasLBi. Their merger creates 
a company with combined 
annual revenue of about 
$23 billion, leapfrogging 
them over current London- 
based industry leader WPP 
PLC. 

For the first year, Omnicom 
Chairman Bruce Crawford 
will serve as non-executive 
chairman of the new com¬ 
pany. He will be succeed¬ 


ed by Elisabeth Badinter, 
the current Publicis Groupe 
chairwoman, and daugh¬ 
ter of its founder, for the 
second year. 

Levy is slated to take the 
non-executive chairman's 
seat after 30 months, leav¬ 
ing Wren to continue as 
sole CEO from that point. 


Omnicom, which also owns 
public relations firms such 
as Fleishman-Hillard, Porter 
Novelli and Ketchum, re¬ 
ported 2012 profit of nearly 
$1 billion on revenue of 
$14.22 billion. Earlier this 
month, the Madison Av¬ 
enue giant posted sec¬ 
ond-quarter earnings that 


topped analysts' average 
forecast, though revenue 
growth of 2 percent fell just 
short of expectations. 
Founded in 1986, Omni¬ 
com generates just over 
half of its revenue from U.S. 
clients, and about one- 
quarter from European and 
British markets combined. 
The company’s stock has 
risen 31 percent in the last 
12 months, recently peak¬ 
ing at $67.43 on the New 
York Stock Exchange. 
Omnicom will benefit from 
Publicis' strategic shift in 
the last few years toward 
digital operations, as the 
French company beefed 
up its digital marketing 
profile with the acquisi¬ 
tions of Digitas, Razorfish, 
Rosetta, Big Fuel and LBi. 
Publicis, which had reve¬ 
nue of $8.78 billion in 2012, 
had targeted generating 
75 percent of its revenue 
in digital and fast-growing 
countries by 2018, accord¬ 
ing to a recent investor 
presentationO

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Can parodies rescue the porn business?

LOS ANGELES (AP) — We 

all know he can leap tall 
buildings in a single bound 
and bend steel in his bare 
hands. So perhaps it should 
come as no surprise that 
during a time of crisis even 
the porn industry is turning 


to Superman. 

The same week in June 
that Warner Bros, released 
the Superman blockbuster 
“Man of Steel,” Vivid Enter¬ 
tainment Group put out its 
own superhero flick, “Man 
of Steel XXX: A Porn Paro¬ 
dy." 

Although it’s safe to as¬ 
sume that “Steel XXX” 
didn’t quite match the 
$116.6 million opening 
weekend of the Warner 
Bros, hit, if it performs any¬ 
thing like 2010’s “Batman 
XXX: A Porn Parody,” it will 
become the most-rented 
and highest-selling porn 
video of the year. At a cost 
of more fhan $100,000, it 
will also be one of fhe most 
expensive porn movies 
made. 

Parodies, once a cheaply 
filmed niche segment of 
the adult movie market, 
are big business these 
days — filled with expen¬ 
sive special effects, real 
story lines, actors who can 
(sometimes) actually act 
and costumes that even 


comic-book geeks find au¬ 
thentic. 

The movies may also help 
save an industry looking 
to rebound from years 
of Internet piracy, illegal 
downloads and amateur 
videos that have caused 
a serious financial hit, said 
Mark Kernes, senior editor 


at Adult Video News. The 
business has gone from an¬ 
nual revenues of as much 
as $12 billion a few years 
ago to about $7 billion to¬ 
day. 

“We certainly do have a 
problem with piracy ... and 
sadly no one seems to be 
able to do anything about 
it," said Kernes. 

But now Superman is com¬ 
ing to the rescue, along 
with Batman, Iron Man and 
Spider-Man. 

All four have taken star 
turns in full-length, slickly 
produced films that include 
hard-core crime fighting 
and, well, other hard-core 
scenes — although milder 
versions were made of 
some of fhe same films. 
Neither the makers of the 
mainstream movies nor 
comic book writer and 
Iron Man creator Stan Lee 
wanted to comment. A 
person who answered 
the phone at Lee’s office 
said he doubted Lee had 
heard of the parodies, and 
then hung up. Lee, himself. 


didn’t respond to an email. 
Marvel Comics also did 
not respond to requests for 
comment. Warner Bros.’ 
DC Entertainment Division, 
which makes the Super¬ 
man and Batman films, 
had no comment, said 
spokeswoman Courtney 
Simmons. 

Since the trend toward su¬ 
perhero parodies began 
three years ago, no porn 
company making them 
has been sued. For years 
the courts have ruled that 
parodies, like other forms 
of speech, are protected 
by the First Amendment of 
the U.S. Constitution. 
“Mainstream porn, from a 
copyright protection, from 
a Firsf Amendment protec¬ 
tion, is essentially the same 
as any other form of written 
expression,” said entertain¬ 
ment lawyer David Gins- 
burg, who is executive di¬ 
rector of the UCLA School 
of Law’s entertainment, 
media and intellectual 
property law program.^

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Study: MERS virus may be deadlier than SARS

LONDON (AP) — The 
new respiratory virus that 
emerged in the Middle East 
last year appears to make 
people sicker faster than 
SARS, but doesn’t seem to 
spread as easily, accord¬ 
ing to the latest detailed 
look at about four dozen 
cases in Saudi Arabia. 
Since last September, the 
World Health Organization 
has confirmed 90 cases of 
MERS, the Middle East re¬ 
spiratory syndrome, includ¬ 
ing 45 deaths. 

Most cases have been in 
Saudi Arabia, but the mys¬ 
terious virus has also been 
identified in countries in¬ 
cluding Jordan, Qatar, 
Britain, France, Germany, 
Italy and Tunisia. MERS is re¬ 
lated to SARS and the two 
diseases have similar symp¬ 
toms including a fever, 
cough and muscle pain. 
“At the moment, the virus is 
still confined (to the Middle 
East),” said Dr. Christian 
Drosten of fhe University 
of Bonn Medical Centre in 
Germany, who wrote an 
accompanying commen¬ 
tary. “But this is a corona- 
virus and we know corona- 
viruses are able to cause 
pandemics.” 

Coronaviruses are a family 
of viruses fhaf mostly cause 
respiratory infections like 
the common cold, but it 
also includes SARS, the vi¬ 
rus that killed about 800 
people in a 2003 global 
outbreak. 

MERS is distantly related to 
SARS but there are major 
differences between the 
two. Unlike SARS, MERS can 
cause rapid kidney failure 
and doesn't seem as infec¬ 
tious. 

Drosten said the upcoming 
hajj in October — where 
millions of Muslim pilgrims 
will visit Saudi Arabia, where 


the virus is still spreading — 
is worrisome. On Thursday, 
WHO said in a statement 
that the risk of an individual 
traveler to Mecca catch¬ 
ing MERS was considered 
“very low." The agency 
does not recommend any 
travel or trade restrictions 
or entry screening for the 
hajj. 

In the latest study, re¬ 
searchers found 42 of the 
47 cases in Saudi Arabia 
needed intensive care. 
Of those, 34 patients de¬ 
teriorated so badly within 
a week they needed a 
breathing machine. 

That was up to five days 
earlier than was the case 
with SARS. Most of the 
MERS cases were in old¬ 
er men with underlying 
health problems, as one of 
the biggest outbreaks was 
among dialysis patients at 
several hospitals. The re¬ 


search was published Fri¬ 
day in the journal. Lancet 
Infectious Diseases. 

Ali Zumla, one of the pa¬ 
per’s co-authors and a 


professor of infectious dis¬ 
eases at University College 
London, said in an email 
that the rapid deterioration 
of patients was “not worry¬ 
ing at all since the numbers 
are small" and most of fhe 
patients had other health 
problems. 

Drosten, however, said 
that could be bad news. 
“That could mean the vi¬ 
rus is more virulent and that 
(doctors) have a smaller 
window of opportunity to 
intervene and treat pa¬ 
tients,” he said. Detecting 
MERS fast could be a prob¬ 
lem since quick diagnostic 
tests aren't available. 

Last week, WHO declared 
there was not yet enough 
evidence to classify MERS 
as a public health emer¬ 
gency after setting up an 
emergency committee to 
keep a closer eye on the 
virus. 

Zumla said it was “very un¬ 
likely" that MERS would ig¬ 
nite a pandemic. He noted 
officials were increasingly 
picking up mild cases of the 
disease, suggesting report¬ 
ed cases were only the tip 
of the iceberg.

more mild or asymptomatic 
cases could indicate the vi¬ 
rus is more widespread, but 
it’s unclear if those infected 
people might be able to 
spread the disease further. 
MERS also appears to be 
mainly affecting men; near¬ 
ly 80 percent of the cases 
in the new study were men. 
Drosten said there might 
be a cultural explanation 
for that. 

“Women in the (Middle 
East) region tend to have 
their mouths covered with 
at least two layers of cloth," 
he said, referring to the veils 
worn by women in Saudi 
Arabia. “If fhe coronavirus 
is being spread by droplets, 
(the veils) should give wom¬ 
en some protection.” 
Scientists still haven’t pin¬ 
pointed the source of MERS 
and theories have ranged 
from animals like goafs and 
camels to dates infected 
with bat excrement. WHO 
says the virus is capable of 
spreading between peo¬ 
ple but how exactly how 
that happens — via cough¬ 
ing, sneezing or indirect 
physical contact — isn’t 
known. □

LOS ANGELES (AP) — “The 
Wolverine” slashed mon¬ 
sters and minions to debut 
atop the weekend box of¬ 
fice. 

The Fox film featuring Hugh 
Jackman’s sixth turn as the 
claw-wielding superhero 
opened with $55 million in 
North America, according 
to studio estimates Sunday. 
Last weekend’s top movie, 
Warner Bros.’ low-budget 
horror “The Conjuring,” 
slipped to second place, 
adding another $22.1 mil¬ 
lion to its take. 

“Despicable Me 2” was in 
third with $16 million. The 
Universal animated sequel, 
with its cast of cute, yellow 
minions, has made more 
than $600 million world¬ 
wide since it came out four 
weeks ago. 

“The Wolverine,” which 
is set in Japan and fea¬ 
tures an international cast, 
earned another $86.1 mil¬ 
lion overseas.

take surpassed the $120 
million it cost to make, said 
Chris Aronson, Fox’s head 
of domestic distribution. 

“It’s a huge opening for 
the clawed one,” he said. 
“It played equally well from 
Maine to Maui.” 

Another Fox film, the ani¬ 
mated snail-racing tale 
“Turbo,” was in fourth place 
with $13.3 million. Adam 
Sandler’s “Grown Ups 2” 
followed with $11.5 million. 
Woody Allen’s latest, “Blue 
Jasmine,” enjoyed a stellar 
opening of its own, though 
on a much smaller scale.

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Windsors Versus Weiner

I am beginning to think a royal 
family might come in handy. 
True, the endless, action-de¬ 
prived run-up to the birth of 
George, Prince of Cambridge, 
might have reminded the dis¬ 
passionate observer of fhe wait 
for the arrival of a new baby 
panda. (What do you think 
they’ll name him? Do you want 
to buy a souvenir T-shirt?) 

But while Britain was waiting 
for the newest Windsor to pop, 
here in New York, we were wait¬ 
ing for the other shoe of the An¬ 
thony Weiner sexting scandal to 
drop. The British got a way bet¬ 
ter deal. “I said there were more 
things out there,” the fallen con¬ 
gressman turned mayoral can¬ 
didate told reporters rather pet¬ 
ulantly, when word got out that 
he had been having Internet 
sex long after his alleged reha¬ 
bilitation was supposed to have 
begun. The basic message was 
that since Weiner had never 
specifically denied the possibil¬ 
ity of more scandals, this one 
didn’t count. (“It doesn’t repre¬ 
sent all that much that is new.”) 
The revelation did have its mo¬ 
ments of perverse fascinafion. 
Weiner’s nom de porn was Car¬ 
los Danger. We have never had 
a mayor with an official alter 
ego. Would it need a separate 
office? Maybe this is something 
other mayors would want to 
consider. Michael Bloomberg 
would probably want to be 
something like Horatio Health. 
Also, it appears that Weiner’s 
long speeches in Congress 
about the single-payer plan 
might also have been a kind of 
mating call. “Your health care 
rants were a huge turn-on,” 
wrote the woman who reput¬ 
edly talked dirty with him online. 
You have to wonder whether 
there’s a right-wing equivalent 
currently texting some House 
Republican about how she gets 
hot and bothered every time he 
votes to cut entitlements. 

Still, there is a point in political 
scandals when bad behavior 
stops being a joke and just be¬ 
comes sad and depressing. We 
have reached that point with 
Anthony Weiner. Who decided 
to run for mayor while knowing 
this was the almost inevitable 
outcome: new humiliation, 

public uproar, tragic wife. All 
because he cannof imagine 
life outside the limelight. This 
is where the advantage of a 
royal family comes in. If we 
had some famous figureheads 


at the top of the government, 
maybe politics would become 
less about celebrity and attract 
fewer needy egos. The great 
thing about the British royals is 
that they manage to be both 
glamorous and dull at the same 
time. (Kate’s hair and Will’s lack 
thereof. The bad-boy brother 
and the 87-year-old grand¬ 
mother.) Every milepost of their 
lives is a cause for endless bur¬ 
bling. And if’s all good. Even 
the overexposed three-week 
media campout at the hospi¬ 
tal’s maternity ward had a kind 
of train-wreck fascination. 

There is something inherently 
compelling in watching com¬ 
mentators forced to com¬ 
ment day after day without a 
single piece of information. Or 
a thought more exciting than 
whether Lupo the family span¬ 
iel would welcome the new ar¬ 
rival. (The British magazine Tatler 
named Lupo one of the “fifty 
most fascinating people in the 
country” earlier this year. Every¬ 
body works in that family.) 

The closest thing we have to a 
royal family is the one belong¬ 
ing to the president, and presi¬ 
dents tend to be middle-aged 
men who produce very few 
family milestones. Even when 
they do, the country’s reaction 
is sometimes remarkably surly. 
Only one president has ever 
gotten married or welcomed a 
new child in the White House. 
And that was - yes! - Grover 
Cleveland, one of the most 
unexciting personalities ever 
to hold the job. He married his 
much-younger wife, Frances, 
early in his first term. By the end 
of his second, they had three 
daughters. The country loved 
the first lady. But it responded 
to the president’s glad tidings 
with wild, dark rumors, one of 
which was that his daughters 
had been born with deformities 
because Grover had beaten 
his wife while she was pregnant. 
During one of her last public 
receptions, Frances Cleveland 
told the nanny to bring in her 
daughter Ruth so the public 
could see that she “was not mi¬ 
nus legs, arms or fingers.” 

John Tyler and Woodrow Wil¬ 
son got married while they 
were president, without the 
White House ceremony. The 
public thought Wilson should 
have spent more time mourn¬ 
ing his deceased first wife. Tyler 
couldn’t even get renominated 
by his party. Right now on televi¬ 
sion, the president and first lady 
on the hyper-popular “Scan¬ 
dal” have announced the arriv¬ 
al of “America’s baby.” The na¬ 
tion seems pleased. But nobody 
is going to live happily ever af¬ 
ter. It really does make sense to 
breed a totally separate group 
of people just for the purpose of 
creating feel-good news and 
enough bad behavior for di¬ 
verting gossip. Then maybe the 
attention-starved guys who are 
looking for love in all the wrong 
places would stick to hedge 
funds or football. 

It’s a win-win. Except for the 
price, although a monarchy 
would still be way cheaper than 
cotton subsidies.Q 
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ABGADAM REFUGEE CAMP, 
Chad - Kaltouma Ahmed cried 
softly as she told why she fled 
Darfur this spring: Armed men 
in uniforms attacked her village, 
shooting her 13-year-old son 
dead, burning her home and 
then stripping and raping her. 
As the men raped her, she said, 
they shouted insults against 
her ethnic group, the Salamat 
Arabs. “We’ll exterminate the 
Salamat men, and Salamat 
women will become slaves,” 
she quoted one of the attack¬ 
ers as saying. 

Darfur isn’t in the headlines any¬ 
more, partly because there has 
been a lull in the killing in recent 
years and partly because so 
much else is happening world¬ 
wide. The Sudanese govern¬ 
ment, which tends to calibrate 
its brutality to the degree of at¬ 
tention it receives, is taking ad¬ 
vantage of the lack of scrutiny 
by stepping up its decadelong 
campaign in Darfur of mass 
murder, burned villages and 
sexual violence. 

We’re at the 10-year-anniver- 
sary of the beginning of the 
genocide in Darfur, yet, instead 
of subsiding, it has been am¬ 
plified this year. Just in the first 
five months of 2013, according 
to the United Nations, another 
300,000 people in Darfur have 
been driven from their homes 
- and untold numbers killed or 
raped. 


Of Rape Continues 


Rape happens all over the 
world, of course, but, for 10 
years, the Sudanese govern¬ 
ment has used rape as a weap¬ 
on of war to humiliate the eth¬ 
nic groups that it targets. This 
strategy is effective because it 
terrifies villagers into fleeing and 
is so stigmatizing that women 
are extremely reluctant to talk 
about it. 

Yet six brave women who are 
refugees from just one Darfur 
village, AbJaradil, were cou¬ 
rageous enough to speak out 
about having been raped. They 
say that it is their way of fighting 
back. 

Timoma Abdurahman, 25, said 
that her ordeal began when 
armed men in Sudanese military 
uniforms from the government- 
backed Miseriya tribe surround¬ 
ed her house. 

“You Salamat are slaves,” she 
recalls a leader of the attack¬ 
ers shouting. “This land does not 
belong to you.” 

As Timoma watched, the at¬ 
tackers then killed her father. 
“They ran over him with a ve¬ 
hicle, over and over, until he 
was dead,” she said, breaking 
down. When she had com¬ 
posed herself, she continued 
her story: She and her sister 
were then force-marched to a 
military camp and raped, as at¬ 
tackers mocked them and the 
Salamat tribe. 

This is the last stop on my an¬ 
nual win-a-trip journey, in which 
I take a student with me on a 
reporting trip to the developing 
world. The winner, Erin Luhmann 
of the University of Wisconsin, 
and I interviewed these brave 
survivors from Darfur here at the 
Abgadam Refugee Camp in 
eastern Chad. (You can read 
Erin’s reports from the trip, and 
see her video on my blog at ny- 
times.com/ontheground.) 

I began the win-a-trip journeys 
in 2006 partly out of hope of 
encouraging university students 
to pay more attention to geno¬ 
cide in Darfur. I would never 
have imagined that these mass 
atrocities would be continuing 
in 2013. The standard refrain 
after such episodes is “if only 
we had known” - well, we’ve 


known about Darfur for 10 
years, and hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of deaths have ensued. 
The survivors whom Erin and 
I interviewed say that the Su¬ 
danese government is be¬ 
hind the attacks, noting that 
many of the attackers wore 
government-issued military uni¬ 
forms and arrived in trucks with 
mounted machine guns, some¬ 
times with government license 
plates. And, after all, this is the 
same script that Sudan’s presi¬ 
dent, Omar Hassan al-Bashir, 
has followed for a decade all 
across Darfur (and, before thaf, 
in South Sudan and the Nuba 
Mountains). 

Granted, there are no magic 
wands to end the horrors of Dar¬ 
fur, but groups like the Enough 
Project have outlined solid pro¬ 
posals to put pressure on Su¬ 
dan. Bipartisan legislation now 
in Congress - the Sudan Peace, 
Security and Accountability Act 
of 2013 - might help. 

Even speeches, news coverage 
and other expressions of inter¬ 
national interest tend to curb 
the brutality a bit. And Sudan’s 
leaders are particularly sensitive 
to revelations about their policy 
of rape. So let’s hope that these 
women’s courage and outspo¬ 
kenness will lead us to find our 
own voices. 

Jawahir, a 17-year-old Salamat 
girl, said that three men, wear¬ 
ing military uniforms and carry¬ 
ing guns, had taken turns raping 
her during 11 hours of captivity. 
One held her arms, another her 
legs, while the third raped her. 
“We’re going to finish off the 
Salamat this year,” she quoted 
one of the attackers as telling 
her. It has been three months 
since then, and Jawahir said 
she still has health problems re¬ 
lated to the attack. 

“My fiance knows the situa¬ 
tion,” she said. “He’s a long way 
away, so we don’t know if he’ll 
accept me or not.” 

I asked Jawahir how she found 
the courage to speak about 
such a taboo subject. 

“This is something that hap¬ 
pened,” she said. “So people 
should know. I want the world

Bell dedicated to Hitler 
causes a stir in Austria

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VIENNA (AP) — Like 
many others in Austria's 
countryside, a tower bell 
above the red-tiled roof¬ 
tops of Wolfpassing vil¬ 
lage marks the passing 
of each hour with an un¬ 
spectacular “bong.” But 
this bell is unique: It is em¬ 
bossed with a swastika 
and praise to Adolf Hitler. 
And unlike more visible 
remnants of the Nazi era, 
the bell was apparently 
overlooked by official 
Austria up to now. 
Ensconced in the bel¬ 
fry of an ancient castle 
where it was mounted by 
fans of the Nazi dictator 
in 1939, the bell has tolled 
on for nearly 80 years. It 
survived the defeat of 
Hitler’s Germany, a de¬ 
cade of post-war Soviet 
occupation that saw Red 
Army soldiers lodge in the 
castle and more recent 
efforts by Austria’s gov¬ 
ernment to acknowledge 
the country’s complicity 
in crimes of that era and 
make amends. 

Some of those efforts 
have focused on identify¬ 
ing relics of that time and 
ensuring they're either 
removed or put in his¬ 
torical context. As an ex¬ 
ample, officials often cite 
government moral and 
material support for the 
restoration of the Mau¬ 
thausen concentration 
camp, where a museum 
documents atrocities for 
school children and other 
visitors. 

The Wolfpassing bell pays 
homage to Hitler for his 
1938 annexation of Aus¬ 
tria, a move supported 
back then by the vast 
majority of the nation's 
citizens. It describes Hitler 
as “the unifier and Fueh¬ 
rer of all Germans” and 
says he freed the “Ost- 
mark" — Nazi jargon for 
Austria — “from fhe yoke 
of suppression by foreign 
elements and brought it 
home into the Great-Ger¬ 
man Reich.” 

Local historian Johannes 
Kammerstaetter says 
most villagers would 
have known about it. But 


village mayor Josef Sonn- 
leitner asserts even the 
villagers had no clue until 
the first media reports last 
month on the “Fuehrer- 
glocke,” or “Fuehrer Bell.” 
“Nobody cared until all 
this publicity,” he said 
on the telephone. He re¬ 
fused a request for a lon¬ 
ger interview, saying he 
was busy for the next two 
weeks with haying. 

In any case, the govern¬ 
ment’s recent sale of fhe 
casfle — wifh all its histori¬ 
cal trappings — has sud¬ 
denly made the bell an 
issue beyond the sleepy 
village of 1,500 people 
about 100 kilometers (60 
miles) west of Vienna. 

In a counfry particularly 
sensitive about sugges¬ 
tions it has not fully faced 
ifs Nazi past, officials are 
scrambling for explana¬ 


tions of why fhe bell ap¬ 
parently evaded notice 


for so long. They also are 
under pressure to justify 
a ruling by the govern¬ 
ment agency in charge 
of historic monuments 
that it must remain part 
of the castle as part of its 
heritage— despite the re¬ 
fusal of the new owner to 
say what he plans to do 
with it. Propagating Nazi 
values or praising the era 
is illegal in Austria. Kam¬ 
merstaetter, the historian, 
has formally asked state 
prosecutors to exam¬ 
ine whether the govern¬ 
ment’s sale of the bell is a 
criminal offence. He says 
the change of ownership 
could constitute a case 
of “spreading National 
Socialist ideology” on 
the part of the govern¬ 
ment agency in charge 
of state-owned property 
Raimund Fastenbauer, 
a senior official of Vien¬ 
na’s Jewish community, 
invokes other concerns, 
noting that other Hitler- 
era relics like the dicta¬ 
tor’s house of birth in the 
western town of Braunau 
have become a magnet 
for neo-Nazis. “I think the 
best thing would be if the 
bell disappeared and 
was buried somewhere,” 
he says. 

For its part, the govern¬ 
ment says that the sale 
was legal, along with the 
decision to keep the bell 
in the belfry as an integral 


component of fhe casfle. 
Economics Minister Rein¬ 
hold Mitterlehner says the 
agency overseeing the 
sale was not aware of the 
inscription. 

He notes in a letter to 
Kammerstaetter that 
“the bell up to now was 
neither publicly displayed 
nor generally accessi¬ 
ble," adding that he does 
not see the sale as consti¬ 
tuting a criminal offense. 
Ernst Eichinger, a spokes¬ 
man for the agency re¬ 
sponsible for government 
real-estate, says that with 
a portfolio of more than 
28,000 buildings — many 
of them huge — “we can¬ 
not search every centi¬ 
meter” before a sale. 
Concerns are height¬ 
ened by the lack of clar¬ 
ity about what the new 
owner, Tobias Hufnagl, 
plans to do with the relict. 
Two web domains linked 
to him or his holding com¬ 
pany, hufnagl. cc and 
thinvestments.com, did 
not open. Sonnleitner, 
the Wolfpassing mayor, 
says has not been able to 
directly contact Hufnagl, 
despite weeks of trying. 

In a terse email this week 
responding to numerous 
Associated Press queries 
seeking permission to film 
the bell and asking about 
its fate, Hufnagl said he 
had “no interest” in ex¬ 
changes with the APO 
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Raimund Fastenbauer, a senior official of Vienna’s Jewish 
community, speaks during an interview with The Associated 
Press in Vienna about the bell with Adolf Hitler’s name on it 
in the castle of Wolfpassing, Austria.
